Yellowstone division of the North Pacific 
are Swedes and Norweigans. 


The earning of the North Paqific for 


December, 1881, were $434331, an in- 
crease of $213,338 over the corresponding 
month of 1880. 


The Philadelphia New Northwest says 


that Mr. Chesbrough, engineer in charge, 
has put himself on record as declaring 
that the tunnel at the Mullan Pass of the 
Rocky, Mountains shall be completed for 
the passage ol the North Pacific trains 
before the track shall belaid and the road 
operated to the Little Blackfoot from 
the west. 


The Gallatin News says that three

They have already driven about fifty feet 
and at the present time the work is pro- 
gressing* at the rate of seven feet per 
day. When completed the tunnel will be 
about 1,600 feet in length, and will be 
lined throughout with brick.
